Rolla, M o , Dec. 12.—Following the 
arrest and conviction of a young man 


of Rolla for buying a can of beer for 


a student of the School of Mines, the 
saloon keepers of Rolla have stopped 
the sale of Intoxicants to students. 
The case was that of Edward Gor­ 
don, 20 years old, a clerk, who was 
fined $ 50 in the Justice court of T. D. 
Smith December 3. 
This incident has done more to pre­ 
vent the sale of liquor to students 
than any plan heretofore devised. AI- 
tho’yerh the state la w s make the sale 
of intoxicating liquors to students of 
state educational institutions a mis­ 
demeanor, prosecution of the saloon 
keepers in Rolla has been unsuccess­ 
ful. 
Last May the grand jury made 
an investigation. 
Many students tes­ 
tified. but the state failed to make 
a case. 
When a student goes into a saloon 
in Rolla now, he hears a stereotyped 
form of greeting: 
“Sorry. 
I 
haven’t 
any 
personal 
feeling against you, but 
I want to 
keep my license.”

nine of the crew of the Bessemer and 
Marquette ferry No. 2, which left Con- 
neaut, O., Tuesday morning, carrying 
thirty-two men, and which has prob­ 
ably foundered in the middle of Lake 
Erie. 
For forty-eight hours the Commo­ 
dore Perry has been 
scouring 
the 
waters 
of Eastern 
Lake 
Erie 
for 
traces of the car ferry. 
As the look­ 
out on the Perry sighted a tiny half­ 
sunken yaw’l at about noon yesterday 
orders were given to steam down up­ 
on the object. 
The use of glasses discovered the 
boat to be loaded with nine men. 
As 
the Perry came abreast of the drift­ 
ing and half w'atter-logged yawl, the 
men gathered at the side of the fish 
boat saw that they had arrived too 
late. 
The nine occupants of the boat, 
which 
was 
marked “Bessemer and 
Marquette No 4,” w'ere frozen stiff. 
News of the finding of the bodies 
had reached the city and thotxsands 
of persons swarmed to the wharves. 
Men with tackle set to work raising 
he bodies to the dock, where wagons 
w'ere in waiting. 
The pr<xjessIon of 
dead passed through 
the 
principal 
streets of the city with hundreds of 
neople following. 
Conneaut, O., where most of the 
men live, was notified by telephone 
and a hundred residents of that city 
arrived here w'ithin two hours. 
They were taken directly to the 
coroner’s morgue, where the follow- 
ng identifications were made: 
H. Thomas, second 
cook. 
Port 
Stanley; William Hay, J. W. Sonars, 
waiter; 
G. P. Smith, stew ard: 
T. 
Steel, fireman; J. Shenk, fireman; J. 
lart, oiler; O’Hagan, Charles Allen, 
all of Conneaut. 
The cook of the car ferry was the 
only man to wear an overcoat. 
The 
eight other men were dressed in over­ 
alls and jumpers, indicating that the 
departure from the car ferry had been 
hurried. 
In the bow end of the boat 
was found complete clothing for one 
man, and it is the belief that the yaw] 
originally contained ten men and tha t 
one, becoming crazed, discarded his 
clothing 
and 
jumped into the Icy 
waters of Lake Erie. 
Captain Driscoll said last ni^ht: 
“There was a heavy sea running at 
he time w'e sighted the yawl and we 
had some difllculty in reaching it. As 
W'e made her out with our glasses, 
eight of the men were sitting up in 
the boat, their life preservers strap­ 
ped about their shoulders. 
The ninth 
man lay a t the bottom of the boat, 
frozen to the slat flooring. 
Their 
clothing was heavy with frozen water. 
We did not attem pt to take the nine 
dead men on Imard, as we feared the 
vessel would capsize if my men at­ 
tempted to board it.”
